The eating of improper 
unnatural food, the breathing of impure air, the overworking or 
the underworking of the mutclet of the body, or the daily over- 
atraining of certain mutclet while other muaclea are boing^weaken* 
ed by ditute, all tnch unnatural living at thit drawt'upon the-of- 
fender uaturc't pnnithmenti, in the form of diteate. If a thip’t 
men lire on lalt pork they mutt expect the tcurvr. If workmen 
breathe day after day the poitotted air of factorie* or foundrict, 
air laden with duet or lint (at in the cate of the textile factoriet) 
they mutt not be turprited to fall tick with lung diteaict. Na¬ 
ture it unfeeling. It it jutt at ready to ritit ill-health on yon 
when yon break its laws at it it to give you good health as toon 
u you get back to habits of right living. 

Thit brings us to the question of Consumption—the so-eall^ 
White Plague. • 

Consumption Ls principally a working clast disease. It is so 
because under the capitalist srstem the workers are FORCED TO 
BREAK NATl'RF/S LAWS.' 

' The worst ravages of ConeumpUon in the trades it among 
the printers and the textile workers. Not becantc nature has a 
gnu^ againtt either, but liecause in the first instance the print¬ 
ers constantly breathe in leaden dntt, the poisonous fumes of the 
k type-setting machine, and to on. In the' other cate, that of the 
' textile workers, the air is laden with lint and breath^ in at every 
brenth, causing inflamatory processes to be set up fn the lungs, 
while the long hours and lack of ventilation gradually reduce t^ 
bodily vigor to accelerate the degenerhey of the lung tissue. 

Go into a printing office, if you will, and observe the dirty 
windows—even in some of the le^in^ establialimentt. The win-. 
dows are stained by tlie tame dirty mr that the workmen must 
breathe if they want to stay gt their jobs. Look at the number of 
the printers who habitually breathe through the open mouth—u 
sign of incipient lung disease, for feverish lungs' seek to cool 
themselves by drawing in the air by the thortast route poasiUe, 
instead of through the nasal paaaaget. Much of what bat been 
said in thit connection .-^ppliet to other trades also. 

Consumption U an economic problem. It is fostered by 
modem wage-labor ennditiona and by the living in ill ventilated 
homes, espcoially in Winter, when the working clast cannot afford 
to air their rooms for fear of 'Increasing the wood and coal bill. 
Bad food undonbtedly contributes to ConaumptioD, but bad air 
does ihe most damage, as is indicated by the fact that sufferers 
from Consumption are now .being enied by being kbpt in nature’s 
outdoor air, day and night. House dust and faetory dnat are 
both proven to be injurious. 

So there is little queatkm bat that any sufferer from Oon- 
aumption^ gRoride d ly lungs are iaat abyadly,badly sraatsd ntray,

hia way it tlie eapmilist lyatamJ If ha w tenW ngain Ua haailh. 
ha mart avoid the canaaa of tba diaetae. He mnat breathe ahaa- 
lutely pure air at all tunes, and be out of doors and in the ann- 
ligbt every moment he possibly nan. But being a worker, and 
niinnlly with others dependent upon him, he is apt able to break 
away fnnn.his employment He works on as long as his bodily 
strength will permit, falling into the hands of some medical fakir 
or licensed dope-dispenser memtima, and then gives up work to 
^ out into the air and away froic the . factory dnat after the 
disease hat already gotten a death-grip on him. A valuable paper 
in a recent iaane of the Journal at the American Medical At«>- 
cktion ahosra from statiatict that the averaage Consumptive works 
as long IS he can possibly kosp hia emplo^ent, even after b>s 
physical condition w be^me such that hia earning capacity is 
lowered. He hann on till the last ptossibla moment. And no one 
who knows what the economic emtditions are that the working 
class aa miod by, will for a momient amnder at this. And it is 
ebrnr, therefore, that capitalism ia the cause of Consumption and 
tiiat it is because our beneficiaries of th« capitatast system demand 
their living jitbont tml at the cxpeM of the woikiiag claaa, that 
this dread disease—« disease that ciaiiats many more victims than 
any' other—ftouri^ei. 

Let us work all the harder, therefore, to break down the eapi- 
fciliat system. .

The Doom of the Workers

m HE average yqung man enten the field of unakilled IMior, 
f rom necea,Ay; he has little or no choice and must taka 
mmaaiM '.'lf*t he can get without regard to his taste, tendency or 
aptitude. The majority of young men, that ia to tay, 
the sons of workingmen, have no chanca to aecnra a 
technical oducation; nor have they the time and opportnnity >»• 

P aired to learn a trade; nor would there be room for them in toe 
tilled trades in the present industrial lyitem, even if they could 
serve the long, trying and unremunerative apprentiedeahip which 
must necessarily precede the trade. 

In the conquest of inventive genius and meebanteal appli¬ 
ance the domain of unskilled labor ia constantly widening; toat 
of skilled labor aa steadily narrowing. 

The advantages to the young men becoming unaldllad worfc^ 
era are that from the start they draw nearly, if not quito, the full 
limi- of the untktlled wage scale and can readily change from one 
occupation to another, whereas apprentices receive barmy su^ent 
to support themselves and arc subjected to a conrae of moM «r 
less drastic treatment extending throngh a period of several yoan, 
only to find, in many cases, that the skill of the trade hw been 
wholly or in part tosorbed by improved mxj^inery and that the 
skill K> psinfolly and perseveringly acquired ia therefore ^thcr 
totally useless or else tha limited field in which- it eon now be em¬ 
ployed is already over crowded. 

The diiadvantajgn are that unskilled workers are inbjeeted to 
unrestricted competition in the labor market with its reaultiuit 
low standard or wages which barely provide food, fuel, rainunt 
and shelter, leaving little for sickness or old and nothing for 
the higher needs of the intellectual and apiritnu man. i 

The great mass of unskilled workers are doomed fa anch on 
existence and few of thrin escape it or ever will aa long aa tha 
tools made and used by work- -

down, cursed him. The poor white 
slaves are so cowed (hat they don’t 
dare to do anything. 'There is no

The law of ecnonmic determininn ia the moat Miatiflc and the moat 
prolific sociological theory that has ever been diacn aa ra il by the genius of 
man. unfolding befoia nor ryes the mijcatic draaaa of history no longer 
as the arbitrafr acta of great men, but aa the reanliant of the eoanomir 
c;aidilions of each people. 

The Socialist theory of Marx Icada us to titia concluaion; Since 
political partics'ara aerrir the moutli-piecea of elaaa. interaata there can 
(M- .snbstantiaily onW two political partiaa, the Socialist party of the 
workers and the in^Tidualist pary of the poaaeaaing etsAS. 

These ideas of political Soclaliim. hecanae they are scientific, dis- 
>>se tlieir partisans both to personal tolerance and to theoretical in¬ 
flexibility. It is necessary to lie on the one side or the other. There is 
no miildtc jnound, and the only serviceable ground for a Socialist party 
likflv Itrlive U that policy of tlieoretical inflexibility, of refusing to enter 
into any alliance. 

It is the truth in Socialism th.-i explains tu ns that unity of in¬ 
telligent, disci|)lined. class-conscious solidarity whicti pD'sents in the 
world-wide celebration of the first of May, a mond phenomenon of such 
grandeur that human history ))osscssea no parallel example with thn ex¬ 
ception of tlie roovement of primitive Christianity, which had, however, 
a much mnn> restricted field of action than enntemporarv Socialism. 

Henceforth Socialism constitiitcM the only force which restores the 
hope for a belter future to tlic old and disintegrating human society, a 
ho)ic Imm of rational confluence in the inductiona of modem experi¬ 
mental science. 

Herbert Spencer wrote a letter after the publication of Kerri’s book, 
expressing his astonisiiment at the audacity of him who w.iuld make,use 
cf S|ioncer’s name to defend .Socialism. 

Kerri replieil saying no Socialist ever dreamed of making Mr. 
S|>enrcr a fiartisau of Socialism, whose extreme individualism was known 
to all tlic world. But he said the jierional opinion of Herbert Spcncev 
was a very different thing fron. the logical .eonioqiienc.' of the acientific 
theories of universal evolution which he had developed, hut of which he 
had no official monopoly.

the clear perception of their ebs# interests, and the strirngth which “"j®" 
will give them. The transforming power decreases as we deiieend the 
scale fnm one process to another. .Socialism is a question "f compictt’ 
transfor.iuUnn of the entire social cosmos in its rvonoinic founibtiom 
tnd oonaw)ue;iUy in iu juridical, political and cUiu al organiiation, and 
the proces? ,if transformat-oii is more ••ffecfiM' as its social character pre¬ 
dominates over its individual rhara. ier. Tins is one n-ison why charity, 
licing negesaa-sily personal, can never solve the problem of the distribu¬ 
tion of wealth. Moreover, rebellion and violcne.- arc anti-social and 
human, and deny in the person whom they strike down the principal of 
respect for human life and of soiidantv. 

To ray to the laixm'rs that without li.iving made rc.idy the rcciUi.Mtc 
material means, bit' espci'i-tlly witliont s.>ljdarity and without an intelli¬ 
gent conc-ption of the goal and without a high-moral purpose-, they ought 
to rise against the classes in power, is really t<> play into the hands of, 
those verv classes, since the latter are sure nf the material victory when 
the evolution is not ripi‘ and the revolution i* not revdy. riierefori* 
Msr.xhui .‘socialism m all countries ha- proclaimed that the princip.v. 
means of social iran.sfornutioli must he the iniupicst of the politic.il 
powers. The further the political organisation of the workers slisll p^- 
gress the luori* we will as’ rcali7*‘d b/ a resistless evidulion the Socialist 
orgbniz.ttion of s,M*ietv, at first hv partial tsmiv-sions wre-tnl from the 
capitalist class bv thi' working cla.ss, and then by the i-omploto trans¬ 
formation of individu.sl mrncrsbiji into social ownership. 

Wliether this coiii]dcle transformation can be ansimplishod without 
violence is a question no .me ran answer in advanie. 

However it lias liecii demonstrated that Marxian .'‘•■cialism is in 
harmony witli modern siience and is its logical continuation. ,\nd that 
is till- reason why it has maile the th*-orv of eioltilion the basis of its 
inatrurtion, emergeil fr-mi the nebubsiiit*s of sentiment and taken as its 
guide tl»e unerring compass of .scienlilic tiioiigiil, represenleil by tho 
works of llarwin and Sjx-ncer. 

The third part of the book deal.s with sn-iologj- and Socialism, and 
thv tiiirteenth eliapler deil* with the sterility of sociology. 

One of the sirangesl fart* in the history of the scientific thought of 
the rtinetwnth Vmiturv is lh.it, though the profound seientfle revolution 
caused by Darwinism and .‘‘[lencerian evolution has reinvigorated all the 
phvsieal, biological and evin psyclwdogical sciences, when it reachfl tlic 
domain of tlic sos ial sciences, it only superficially ripplcil the orthodox 
surfa-' of that soebi science par cxcellon^, political fcono|u:. It has 
loil. howeven through the initiative of .kuguste tlomte, to ine creation 
of a new m-ience, .Soi-iologv, which,'with the natural history of human 
socictiiw, is tlwi crowning glory of the new scientific edifice erwted by the 
experimental method. •• 

In the anatomy’of the social organiam iwiology has niad-j fruitful 
contributions to con temporary scienei-. But when the |«diti.'al social 
question ia entered uixm the sociologists remain conservativi-a or radicals 
in aceordanee with their respective whims. The new seienee then repre¬ 
sents a luirt of arrested development in oxperinienbi seientifle thought. 
Tlie secret of this strange {ihennmenon consists not in the fact 'that 
sochdogy is in the |M-rind of scientific analysis and not yet of synthesis, 
hut in the fact that the logical eonsequeni-es of scientific evolution lead 
tnexorabiy to .So<-ialism. 

To Karl Marx ii^ due the honor of haring formulatcil lhe.se logical 
applications of exprrimentat seienee to the domain of political ccooomt. 
The ideas by which he eomptetcl the revolution of science are three: 
Tlie law of sar{dus value, the materialistic conception of history, or the 
law nf ceonoralc determinism, and the theory nf the rlaas struggle. 'The
